Question No 4° (with answer)

“With a view to the increase of 
‘public bathing facilities in the 
Colony, will the Government 
(i) Put up additional. bathing - 
éubietes, and pavilion accommoda- . 
tion, for the use of the public at 
Repulse Bay? 

(ii) Put up‘ bathing cubicles, 
and a pavilion, for the use of the 
public, at the Bay near Stanley 
wherd private bathing matsheds 
have already been erected? '. . ys 8 

Answer:— ‘ : 
(i) At’ present 15 cubicles (10 
feet by 6 feet) are being erected 
at Repulse Bay with fresh, water 
showers, water stand pipes, etc 
Ten, ,are for men-and five for 
women, No provision is being 
made for a pavilion, 
(ii) The beach at Stanley has 
been fully allocated; two or three 
additional sheds might be erected, 
on the higher ground above the 
beach, but this site is not con- 
sidered suitable, No public, bath- 
Ling cubicles or pavilion are being 
erected and no funds are pro- 
‘vided fdr this purpose.

I may mention that. the importa~ 
tion to China of Java white or un- 
refined, ‘sugar has increased. from 
69,775 pleuls during 1920 to ‘

Four ‘of us, Whitman, Ward, 
Wright, and myself, were invited, 
1 think. in the summer of 1899, to 
visit the Pacific Coast and play 
some invitation matches in order 
to stimulate the interest. in Jawn 
tennis on the Pacific Const.

BALANGING FACTOR, 


Mr. W. James, the “Morning 
Post” —_ wireless . correspondent, 
writes: The majority of listeners 
use a dry cell battery for the high- 
tension circuits of their receiver, 
and a smaller battery of the same 
type for grid bias, A battery com- 
prises a number of cella connected 
together.’ The ‘positive connection 
of one cell is jotned to. the nega- 
tive of the next, and so on for all 
the cells of the battery. : 

Each: cell gives a voltage when 
new of approximately one and a 
half, ', A 120 volt battery usually 
has 80 cells; at one and a half volt |" 
each the battery will give exactly 
120 volts. But very often the volt- 
age of a new battery fs rather high- 
er than the rated voltage. Thus a 
battery may be rated at 60 volts, 
but actually have 44 cells, which 
‘igive a total voltage of 85 when 
new,

reduced. It is a good plan to re- 
new a grid battery every nine or 
twelve months. : 


The amount of high tension cur- 
rent which flows is of course de- 
termined to a large extent by the 
voltage applied by the’ grid battery 
to the valves; The greater the’ 
negative voltage that fs used the . 
smaller the high tension current, 
It is therefore important to use the 
current value of grid bias. If too 
little is used the high tension cur- 
rent will be greater than is neces- 
sary and the life of the high..ten- 
sion battery will be reduced. - 


Too much grid bias causes dis-. 
tortion by reducing ‘the high ten-' 
sion. current. This tends to 
lengthen the life of the high. ten- 
sion battery. It fs for this reason | 
that many listeners ,use. a Uttle . 
more grid bias than is strictly - 
necessary, but the resulting dfstor- 
tion is often so slight as to be

understand these elementary, facts. 

For the purpose of this ‘article 
we will asgume that three sizes of 
dry cell high tension battery are 
made. There is the small capa- 
city type, the large type, and the 
extra or power type. 

The small capacity type uses 
cella of about one ounce and . 
quarter in weight. The cells bed 
in the large capacity tyne of bat- 
‘terry weigh three ounces, and the 
extra large cells used in the power 
batteries weigh about six’ounces. 

If we-reckon the cost of the, 
small battery as one unit, a large 
capacity battery costs 1.8‘ units, 
and the power battery only 2.5 
units. 


Many three valve receivers take 
a current of five to ten milliam, 
peres, however, particularly when 
the valves are of the two volt type. 
The, intermediate type of battery 
using the. large capacity cells 
ue be. better for a set such as 
this. i 


Two valve vaaatiera do ‘not nor- 
mally take a current of more than 
five milHamperes. This can be 
supplied by a battery using sniall 
capacity cells. 

. It is most important to realise 
that for economy it {is necessary 
to use the correct type of battery. 
A battery made of small .capacity 
cells would not last very long when 
connected to a four-valve receiyer. 
A power battery costing two and a 
half times as much would last 
probably ‘six ‘or.seven times as long. 

There would be no advantage in 
using a power battery with a two- 
valve receiver. The current: taken 
by the set would be so small that 
proper advantage would not be 
taken of the large type cells, and 
natural wastage would be a more 
important factor in determining 
their useful life. :

HOMES FOR THE: POOR. 


In an-article which appeared in 
‘the ::“Morning —_ Post,” ady 
Walston, described how - certain 
labour organisations in New York 
had entered upon a'large housing 
scheme for the benefit of wage- 
earners. In the following article 
Lady Walston describes another 
scheme which hag been carried 
out under an endowment, and 
which is designed not to make 
profit, but just to cover expenses, 

‘The-Lavanburg Homes are a 
block of six-storey apartments 
situated in the lower East side of 
New York, and in one of the’poor- 
iest and most congested districts, 
‘The money with which they have 
been built was given by the late 
FL. Lavanburg, - and while the 
scheme is not.expected to yield 
any profits, but will just cover ex- 
penses, it cannot be considered a 
charitable one, . 

This block of buildings is shap- 
ed like the letter E, with two airy 
asphalted courts, so that a maxi- 
mum of sun and air has been 
secured. There are 113 flats, and 
the rooms are. well proportioned, 
the living rooms being about 10ft. 
by 17ft., and the bedrooms 9ft. by 
10ft. Each kitchen has a gas 
range, a built-in refrigerator, cup- 
boards. for china, ete, two 
washtubs, sink,’and a service lift 
jto the street. The bath-rooms 
‘are fitted with a medicine chest, 
‘and there are two built-in -eup- 
boards in the apartments, which 
vary in size from three . rooms 
and bath, to let at 30s, per week, 
inclusive of heating, to five rooms 
and bath, at 42s, The rooms are 
painted-in washable paint, they 
are centrally heated and lit by

These flats vary* in size -and 
price from four rooms and a bath 
at £1,200, the: total monthly 
charges being . £12 16s.,° which 
covers stock ‘subscriptions, includ- 
ing 6 per cent, interest, as well as 
upkeep, taxes, etc., to six rooms, 
two baths, and a sun parlour at 
£1,940, while for this the ont 
ly ‘charges come to £20, 
buildings are. of brick with uae 
facings and pleasing ‘in appear- 
ance, They surround a central 
garden very attractively laid out, 
but the actual planning and light- 
ing of the rooms are not as good 
or as practical as in the less ex- 
pensive apartments I had seen. 
Though “community and social 
work" is not attempted here, play- 
rooms for the children have been 
provided, as well as an outdoor 
playground, and there are special 
“comfort rooms” for mothers ‘and 
babies.

100 DROWNED, 


GREAT DAM | BURST IN 
’ CALI FORNI A. 


AWFUL ‘CALAMITY, 


New. York. —A calamity befell 
California. in the early :hours of 
the morning when.the St, Francis 
Dam, ‘part of the famous water 
system of Los Angeles, burst and 
a huge’ wall of water swept down 
on the sleeping communities that 
lay in the path of its destruction, 
as briefly ‘telegraphed ‘to the 
“China, Mail” at the time. 

Already 100 bodies have. been 
recovered where the flood waters 
entered the Santa Paula and|I. 
Santa Clara rivers, but the death] | 
total may well number 500, while 
the damage to property: is in- 
calculable. 

While the occurrence , was at 
first attributed to an earthquake, 
it is now. believed that seepage 
forced a portion of the hill flank- 
ing the west’ end of the dam to 
give way, water poured through 
the breach and under its pressure 
the eastern wing collapsed. 

Red Cross workers, police, and 
troops were rushed to the scene, ||* 
but their efforts are regarded ag 
useless, for all the inhabitants of 
San Francisquito Canyon are be- 
lieved to have perished. Among 

the people known to be living in 
the path of the mighty avalanche 
of water are 25 families who had 
their homes below the dam and a} 
working camp of 76 employees of 
the power station. 

The Southern California Edison 
plait was turned into a mass of 
crushed cement, and the fate of 
its 50 employees is still uncertain. 

City in Darkness, 

The collapse of ‘the dam is but 
another fatal landmark in the 
long series of troubles which have 
hit the Los Angeles water system 
in. the past three years. Los 
Angeles had a warning of the im- 
pending flood when all lights went 
out in’ the city after midnight. 
The flood waters have forced a 
suspension of the coast traffic be- 
tween Saugus and Montalvo, the 
Southern Pacific tracks between 
these points being destroyed. 

The two towns of Piru and 
Fillmore, which lay directly in the 
‘path of the onrushing waters, are 
believed to have been destroyed, 
but it has been impossible: to 
establish ‘communication with 
them. When dawn broke over the
